RADIO TALK BY STALIN 
ON EVE OF ELECTION 


Calls on Voters to Keep Check 
on Candidates They 
Elect. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Dec. 11.—Joseph Stal- 
in, the Soviet Union’s leader, made 
the second radio broadcast of his 
career tonight on the eve of the 
first Soviet secret, direct election. 
He thanked his constituents for the 
confidence they placed in him and 
said he willingly accepted the re- 
sponsibilities of office in the Su- 
preme Council of the Union. 

“You may depend on Comrade’ 
Stalin to carry out his duties be- 
fore the people,” he declared. ‘ 

Every man and woman who has 
reached the age of 18 was expected 
to vote in the election of 1143 mem- 
bers for four-year terms in the Su- 
preme Council—the two-house Par- 
liament. The election was regard- 
ed as a nationwide test of confi- 
dence in Stalin. 

Stalin told Soviet voters tomor- 
row’s election would be the first 
free democratic election the world 
has ever known because the voters 
would be free from pressure by 
“haves” and “have nots.” 

He urged them to keep a close 
check on their newly chosen repre- 
sentatives and recall those who “go 
off the right road.” Turning to the 
possibility that all the candidates 
might not turn out to be satisfac- 
tory, he. said “Every family has a 
mongrel.”

Tanks led the Japanese assault 
on Nanking’s walls as attacks con- 
verged from all land sides of the 
city. Chinese sources said the de- 
fenders still were putting up stiff 
resistance near Purple Mountain, 
east of the city. Japanese said 
they had captured the mountain 
stronghold Friday. 

Stubborn Chinese resistance ap- 
parently prevented the Japanese 
from extending the foothold gained 
within the city walls Friday. 

British dispatches from Hankow 
reported Gen. Tang Seing-chi, com- 
mander of Nanking’s defense, ad- 
mitted losing the main southeast- 
ern gate, Kuanghuamen, but de- 
clared the invaders were unable to 
push further inside the thick walls, 
As Japanese shells fell about Nan- 
king, several large fires were start- 
ed. A large part of Hsiakwan, the 
waterfront area outside the walls 
and Pukow, across the river, was 
in flames. The’ British-owned 
Bridge House, oldest foreign hotel 
in Nanking, was destroyed. 

Japanese Intensify Assault. 

Chinese said early today that the 
Japanese onslaught was being in- 
tensiifed. One invading column was 
reported only 10 miles from Pukow, 
railhead opposite Nanking. Cap- 
ture of Pukow would snap shut the 
Nanking trap. Wuhu, strategic 
Yangtze River port 60 miles above 
Nanking, already was in Japanese 
hands, as was Taiping, midway to 
the capital. 

In addition to 16 Americans still 
in Nanking, 14 others were aboard 
the gunboat Panay anchored on the 
Yangtze and three on a Standard

Air Minister Pierre Cot met criti- 
cism preceding the vote with an 
assertion that France’s flest would 
consist of 1680 modern planes by 
the end of the year and at present 
is the strongest on the continent. 

The newest French pursuit 
planes, he said, were capable of 
800 miles an hour and the bomb- 
ers 294. He said these speeds were 
“noticeably superior to similar 
planes of Germany and England.” 

Pierre Dignac, spokesman for 
the Rightist and Centrist Deputies, 
called the Air Ministér’s figures 
“false” and said that less than 50 
per cent of the French air fleet 
was ready for action.

Senator Foc. McDowell, Chairman of. Tree 
Commission, Announces Gifts Assure Pur- 
chase of Land; Deeds Being Prepared.

CHARLESTON, Mo., Dec. 11. — 

Gov.. Stark’s Big Oak Commission 

announced tonight it has raised 


sufficient funds to assure establish- 
ment of a 1010-acre State Park 
around the Big Oak, Missouri’s 
largest oak tree. 

Donations from school children, 
business men and civic 

tions in Southeast Missouri already 
have totaled over $2000, it was said 
by State Senator J. C. McDowell, 
chairman of the commission, and 
assurance has been given of fur- 
ther contributions, which will bring 
the fund to $3000, the approximate 
amount required.

40-Acre Donation. 

A donation of 40 acres from 
Henry F. Roberts, merchant and 
cotton gin owner of East Prairie, a 
gift not previously announced. 

Purchases with funds raised by 
the commission of 320 acres from 
Amberg Bros. of Hickman, Ky., at 
$1250; 80 acres from a Mrs. Hub- 
bard of Hickman at $500, and of 80 
acres from the Mississippi Valley 
Co. at $400. 

Although the aggregate price of 
the land to be purchased is only 
$2150, payment of back taxes on 
some of the property, fees for deeds 
and other expenses will bring the 
total outlay to about $3000. Estab- 
lishment of the park will save the 
giant tree, situated in the Bird’s 
Point-New Madrid spillway of the 
Mississippi River from destruction 
in logging operations. 

Interest in the fate of the Big 
Oak began late in September, when 
the Post-Dispatch first called atten- 
tion to the danger that it would 
be felled in logging operations. 
Standing 128 feet 10 inches high, 
with a diameter of 6 feet 5 inches 
at 4% feet above the ground, it is 
one of the largest, if not the largest, 
of oak trees in the United States. 
It is about 380 years old, and stands 
in Missouri’s last hardwood forest. 

Sentiment for preserving the Big 
Oak and its immediate surround- 
ings was aroused by publication of 
dcecounts of the forest and a move- 
ment to save the tree was begun 
immediately by Gov. Stark and E. 
Sydney Stephens, chairman of the 
Wild Life Commission. Members 
of the unofficial commission ap- 
pointed by the Governor to attempt 
to acquire the land for a public res- 
ervation said their requests for con- 
tributions met with enthusiastic re- 
sponse.

Senate made on its farm 
bill today, with leaders hopeful 
of a vote by next Wednesday. 
As consideration of many com- 
mittee amendments neared an end, 
administration leaders saw pros 
pects for passage of housing legis- 
lation immediately after the farm 
measure is out of the way. 
When the Senate passes its bill, 
the House and Senate farm bills 
will go to conference. The corn 
bloc leaders say they will endeavor 
to have the conferees restore a pro- 
vision for mandatory loans on corn. 
After the Senate finishes consid- 
ering amendments to the farm bill, 
it must hear debate on a voluntary 
farm plan proposed by Senator 
Lee (Dem.), Oklahoma. 
The Senate held a Saturday ses- 
sion in an effort to hasten action. 
The House rested until Monday 
when it will take up wage and 
hour legislation. The House farm 
measure was passed yesterday. 
The wage and hour bill provides 
that minimum wages shall be not 
more than 40 cents an hour and 
that the working week shall be not 
less than 40 hours. 
Representative Dockweiler 
(Dem.), California, has introduced a 
substitute bill embodying demands 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor for a flat “40-40 program”—40 
cents an hour and 40 hours a week. 
The Senate adopted several new 
amendments to the farm measure, 
including one by Senator Borah 
(Rep,), Idaho, to require the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to consider 
freight rates in estimating “parity” 
under which it will make payments 
"to. farmers. Borah said the.15 per 
cent ‘freight rate ‘increase which 
‘the<xeuatiroads. have asked the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission to 
approve, would“‘wipe out benefits 
farmers might -realize under, the 


Cotton radiie ‘Saereneall’ 


Hayden (Dem.), Arizona provided 
for an increase in the cotton acre- 
age limit for next year. Hayden said 
most of the increase would go to 
states where the production per 
acre was high. The change would 
increase the estimated allowable 
yield from 10,090,000 to 10,483,000 
bales. 

The Senate adopted an amend- 
ment to permit immediate price ad- 
justment payments of three cents 
@ pound on the 1937 cotton crop as 
soon as the Farm bill is enacted. 

The amendment was proposed by 
George (Dem.), Georgia, who 
argued that the bill as it stood 
would relay payments until]. the 
Secretary of Agriculture had deter- 
mined whether cottou growers were 
complying with the proposed new 
farm program. This would make 
payment impossible for about a 
year, he said. 

A total of $130,000,000 is available 
for the cottoh payments, this sum 
having been provided by the last 
Congress, 

Dispute Over Tobacco. 

Senator Tydings (Dem.), Mary- 
land, asked that growers of Mary- 
land tobacco be left out of the con- 
trol bill. He said Maryland tobac- 
co was used to give ciragettes their 
burning quality and did not com- 
pete’ with other types. Maryland 
growers, he said, could receive 
higher prices if they could increase 
their acreage sufficiently to sell the 
product domestically. Most Mary- 
land tobacco was shipped to France, 
he said, because it is produced in 
quantities too small for practicable 
use domestically. Therefore, he 
said, the Maryland problem was not 
one of surplus but a question of too 
little production. 


Kentucky, said he feared the re- 
moval of Maryland tobacco from 
(the bill would serve to take part 
of the domestic market from other 
tobacco producers. 

Senator Ellender (Dem.), Louisi- 
ana, and Senator Logan (Dem.), 
Kentucky, asserted it was unneces- 
sary to take Maryland tobacco out 
of the measure because if Maryland 
growers did not want a quota, they 
could prevent the imposition of one 
by their vote in a referendum. 

Byrd Denounces Cost. 

Senator Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, 
said during Senate debate of the 
farm pill today that reported ex- 
penditures for administration of the 
Soil Conservation Act “area dis- 
grace and should be investigated by 
the Senate.” 

Senator Pope (Dem.), Idaho, had

How to Get Full Dollar’s 
Worth in Your Home 


Told by U. S. Housing Experts 


What You Can Have for $6000, $5000, or Even 
| $3000—Things to Work Out > 
Before You Start. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec, 11.—Can a 


comfortable, livable home for a 
typical family—father, mother and 
two children—be built for $6000, 
$5000 or even $3000? Government 


housing expert say yes and that 
the price can include the lot and 
landscaping. 

How much of a house any given 
sum will buy depends to some ex- 
tent, however, on the section of the 
country in which you live. Costs 
vary. In general, building is a little 
cheaper in rural sections and small 
communities than in big cities be- 


cause labor costs are lower. Clim- 
ate makes a difference. 

A five-room house, otherwise sim- 
ilar, will need a better heating sys- 
tem and’ more insulation in the 
North than in the South. Conse- 
quently, the cost will be higher in 
the North. 

Of the more than 125,000 homes 
built under Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration insured mortgages, 
more than half cost less than $5000 
and 33 per cent less than $4000. 
The average value was $5497. They 
were built in all sections of the 
country. Some are stucco, some 
shingled or clapboard, others brick 
or stone. Officials say all met 
FHA requirements of sound con- 
struction, reasonable comfort and 
sanitary convenience. 

Rooms and the Cost. 

Using FHA designs, members of 
the National Lumber Manufactur- 
ers’ ‘Association built more than 
3000 houses last year. Three plans 
were used—a four-room bungalow, 
a four and one-half room, two- 
story, and a six-room, two-story. 

The six-room house, of colonial 
design, cost on an average $3858. 
Built in a Washington suburb, a 
relatively high price locality, it cost 
120. These prices included the 
cost of the lot—for the Washington 
house $666—langscaping, sodding 
the lawn, refrigerator and stove 
and a contractor’s profit. The aver- 
age cost of the four-room bungalow 
was $3165. That figure included 


zoning rules permit uses which may 
be detrimental to his property. 
Housing authorities advise select- 
ing a neighborhood where there are 
people whose interests and back- 
ground are similar to those of the 
prospective home-builder. The tax 
rate should be investigated and the 
possibility of future assessments 
considered, that is, the likelihood 
of being called on to pay for pav- 
ing, sewers, curbing, sidewalks. The 
lot should be convenient to schools, 
shopping, and—in large cities— 
~ rtation and recreation facil- 
es. 


Watching the Corners. 


“Every square foot of space, 
every odd corner, every length of 
pipe, every pipe connection, every 
foot of lumber that can be elim- 
inted must be saved,” says the 
FHA. “At the same time, these 
economies and efficiencies may not 
be obtained at the sacrifice of sub- 
stantial construction or of mini- 
mum standards for convenience 
and comfort.” 

One basie principle is that the 
nearer a house approaches a cube, 
or square box, the lower the rela- 
tive cost in proportion to the in- 
terior space provided. “While it 
may be necessary to reduce the 
basic house to a box,” says the 
FH A, “it/ must nevertheless be 
a wWell-proportioned box with its 
materials and openings treated 
with imagination and skill.” 

These are other points: 

Interior framing and partition- 
ing should be designed to elim- 

inate all ‘possible corners. 

Standard lengths of lumber 
should be used throughout ex- 
cept where cuttin required to 
form gables and e around 
stairs and chimneys. 

Joists should be carried be- 
tween outside bearing walls and 
supported by bearing members to 
seme labor of cutting and to 

ve greater flexibility in interior 
planning. 

Standard or stock items of 
millwork should be used. Spe-

While some items of cost are 
higher, housing experts contend 
that a home really costs less and is 
a better dwelling today than ever 
before because of better design and 
more efficiency. One decidedly 
cheaper item in building is financ- 
ing. A 1 per cent reduction on an 
18-year monthly-amortized mort- 
gage is equivalent to an 18% per 
cent saving on the first cost. 

On Moderate Income. 

How costly a house can the av- 
erage man of moderate income af- 
ford to build? Government housing 
experts advise against undertaking 
to finance a house costing more 
than two or two and one-half times 
your annual income. That would 
be a $4000 or $5000 home for the 
man making $2000 a year. 
Equally important, say housing 
economists, is how dependable is 
your income. ‘ 


The monthly payments of the 
125,000 householders who have 
built with mortgages insured by 
the Federal Housing Administra- 
tion average about 20 per cent of 
their monthly income. 


Some typical F H A-financed cases 
are those of a Kansas clerk who 
earns $86.50 a month and pays 
$14.41 per month on a $2250 home 
and an Oklahoma bottling plant 
operater who received $110 a month 
and pays $23.51 on a $2600 home. 
More than two-thirds of those 
borrowing on FH A-insured mort- 
gages have incomes of less than}

Oak is considefed best for fire- 
wood because it is hard and burns 
slowly.

Loose Pile No Indication 
Of Wear in New Rug 


Loose pile frequently causes 
worry to owners of new rugs and 
carpets. Wool files are uneven, 
short lengths. Sometimes some of 
the short ends do not reach down 
far enough to be bound into. the 
back. A few may be merely im- 
bedded in the pile, entangled with 
the bound fibres. Sooner or later 
these work loose. 

The proportion of these loose fi- 
bers is extremely small compared 
with the number in the rug and 
the fact that they become evident 
is of no importance and does not 
indicate that the new as is receiv- 
ing undue wear. 

Every woven (floor covering 
should be gone over daily with the 
vacuum cleaner. This is as im- 
portant with new carpets and rugs 
as it is with any that have been on 
the floor for longer periods.

Would you recommend keeping 
attic windows open, and would the 
cold air cause further damage or 
would it keep these cracks from 
getting larger? J. G. J. 

A. Plaster cracks are caused by 
wood shrinking or moisture leaving 
the plaster too quickly or a com- 
bination of the two. Shrinkage 
cracks due to heat are rarer than 
these. A more rigid base and drier 
lumber tend to eliminate these hair 
cracks as does the use of a mini- 
mum amount of water in the plas- 
ter. 

If windows are left open the 
moisture in the plaster may freeze 
causing additional damage. If win- 
dows are kept open the tempera- 
ture should be kept above freezing. 


Q. What ue you wilihe! the best 

insulation for the walls of a house? 
MAX W. 

A. There are several types of in- 
sulation such as fill, blanket and 
board that, when properly in- 
stalled, will serve about equally 
well. One thing to be careful of 
is to protect the insulation against 
moisture. This is particularly true 
in houses that are to have air-con- 
ditioning or humidifying, as_ the 
water vapor will penetrate most 
wall coverings and get into the air 
space in which the insulation is 
confined. Then condensation 
occur and the.efficiency of the in- 
sulation will be impaired, Select 


the type of insulation you want and 
then follow the manufacturer’s in- 
structions in its application and 
you should get an actiquens job.

Q. Ten years ago we built a 
frame house installing a steam 
heating system, The first few years 
the house was very Now it 
seems hard to heat. My question 
is this: Do the radiators become 
clogged and thus cause the heat to 
be held back? E. D. 

Pine Lawn. 

A. Windows and doors have prob- 
ably shrunk allowing the infiltra- 
tion of air which is contributing to 
the loss of heat. The radiators and 
heating system probably need 
checking. We suggest that you 
consult a reputable heating con- 
tractor regarding this matter.

Q. The hardwood floors in our 
house were finished with penetrat- 
ing wax. This has become smudged 
in spots and does not seem to clean 
well What can I do to remove 
these rather unsightly spots? 

MRS, T. C. 

A. Remove these smudged and 
spots .by rubbing with steel wool 
dipped in the wax. Wax of this 
type should be properly aged  be- 
fore it is finished with paste 
wax. It should also be allowed 
to dry thoroughly before it is 
walked on.

Pictures may be called the spir- 
itual windows of the home because 
they not only reveal] the t and 
his time, but the taste and vision of 
the people who live with them. 

Each picture should be suited in 
size and shape to the room; that is, 
@ small room should not be bur- 
dened with a large painting, nor 
should a large room have many 
pictures too small to be in scale, 
Pictures and other wall decorations 
are spots of dark and light, or col- 
or, in the general pattern. Walls 
covered with patterned paper, or 
fabrics, or wood panels, are better 
left plain to display the texture 
of their patterns, and they need 
no further decoration, 

The framing of a picture ie also 
important. The frame sould har- 
monize with room and picture so 
that they will all harmonize. Heavy 
gilt frames are out of place in a 
simple room. Oil paintings should 
be framed close to the picture; 
water-colors and drawings should 
have mats. Usually a narrow wood 
frame in natural color, or in black, 
_ white, or grey is most suit- 
able.

After the heat had been applied 
to Miss Livingstone, the gesture to 
recover pristine joy collapsed for 
the moment. Certainly, however, 
this was the life. The only trou- 
ble was that the news of it was 
sporadic and unsatisfying. Cafe 
society, in fact, needed a prophet, 
and four years later, in the person 
of Lucius Morris Beebe, himself of 
a piquant, beautiful, and even mod- 
erately Florentian aspect, it got 
one. Starting in that enlightened 
June, his column, called “This New 
York,” was published every Satur- 
day in the Herald Tribune, and rap- 
idly thereafter the world of fashion 
took form and substance. 

Almost in the beginning Beebe 
pointed out that the old order—the 
society of Mrs. Astor, Mrs. Fish, 
and the Four Hundred—had had 
its day, though it might be that it 
still persisted dustily in the boxes 
at the Metropolitan or lingered 
among the ghostly antiques at the 
Charity Ball.. New York, however, 
had no further use for an aristoc- 
racy postulated sheerly on family. 
Cafe society was the thing. 

“A general definition of cafe so- 
ciety,” Mr. Beebe instructed the mul- 
titude, “might be: an unorganized 
but generally. recognized group of 
fessional social life of New 
York available to those possessed 
of a certain degree of affluence 
and manners.”

OMING down to the particular, 

Beebe provided some samples of 

the manners and habits of the 
new order. Cafe society, he ex- 
plained, meets almost invariably at 
night, although there are reports of 
it at cocktails, and even at lunch, 
when, as its biographer notes with 
fond amusement, it is pale and eats 
with loathing. At night, however, all 
this is changed. It is a lively aris- 
tocracy that meets at “21” for din- 
ner, rushes off to an operiing, and 
gathers finally at El Morocco, 
where at last it enters the full 
kingdom of Heaven. 

“Inside the door,” writes Beebe 
on a muffled keyboard, “there are 
two or three hat-check girls of posi- 
tively iridescent beauty. And be- 
yond them is Carino, most urbane 
of waiter captains ... on whose 
favors and discretion hang feuds 
and romances, careers, aspirations, 
and the very foundations .. . of 
the social hierarchy. Fortunes and 
professional careers have been 
made by sitting at the right table 
at Morocco, believe it or not, and 
people have been known to leave 
town because Carino had said that 
he was sorry, but all the tables 
were taken ... The cafe set of Man- 
hattan firmly believes that if a giv- 
en celebrity fails to show up at Mo- 
rocco three or four times a week, 
he is dead,” 

According to Beebe, there are no 
more than 500 men and women in 
the United States of sufficient 
wealth, charm, and leisure to be 
considered members of cafe society. 
Furthermore, its leaders are hard 
to identify, since there are neither 
degrees in perfection nor rulers in 
Utopia. 

The structure of the new society 
is not easy to understand, and 
there is little in Beebe’s style to 
make it easier. ned in his 
character, there is a profound nos- 
talgia for dead elegance, and ‘his 
prose’ is consequently heavy with 
Gothic ornament. Almost any- 
thing on wheels becomes a “her- 
dic”; a serving dish is a “firkin"; 
“zounds” and “egad” break uP oh 
rolli It is impossible for 
gy Pemirre ge nor or “street” or 
“policeman.”

Lucius Morris Beebe was born in 
Wakefield, Mass., on Dec. 9, 1902, 
His father was the leading citizen 


and practically sole owner of the. 


town, which had been built around 
Grandfather Junius Beebe’s leath- 
er: business, 

Lucius spent his early life on 
Beebe Farm, which takes in 140 
pleasant acres on the outskirts of 
the town. He was sent to the local 
public school, early democratic im- 
mersion being a tradition in the 
family, and didn’t especially like 
or dislike it. He remembers only 
that there were fist fights at re- 
cess and the immemorial smell of 
disinfectant in the corridors. The 
only man, in fact, whose influence 
can be traced in his later life was 
the licensed town biaster. He 
seems to have been a casual dyna- 
miter, and left his stock in acces- 
sible places, so that Lucius, 
equipped with high explosives and 
a rudimentary knowledge of how 
to use them, was often a leader in 
the ancient rural pastime of blow- 
ing, up outhouses. These forgotten 
explosions are significant only be- 
cause they were the first of an 
endless series of practical jokes 
with which Lucius was to enchant, 
bore, and annoy his contempora- 
ries for the next 20 years.. They 
were the beginning of what persist- 
ently delayed adolescents in their 
30s still call the Beebe Legend. 

At 15, it was decided that he had 
outgrown the North Ward School, 
and he was sent to St. Marks in 
Southboro. His visit there was 
brief, culminating in another ex- 
periment ‘with a homemade bomb, 
St. Marks, which apparently had 
its own New England respect for 
property, could discover no humor 
in this, and he was sent home, The 
next school was Berkshire, in Shef- 
field, and here more sinister activ- 
ities were born. He was about 17, 
and he had discovered alcohol. He 
confined these first ventures to 
Boston, but the faculty found out 
about them anyway, and returned 
him politely to Wakefield. He was 
not especially appreciated, either, 
by his father, who, with the ex- 
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ception of a little claret at: Christ- 
mas, had never allowed liquor to 
be .served in his house, 
termined, but misguided, 
attempt to insure discipline in the 
future, he decided that the place 
for his son was the Roxbury School 
in Cheshire, Conn., a few miles out- 
side NeW Haven. | 

In 1920 Roxbury was beyond 
question the most efficient of the 
New England tutoring schools, the 
ultimate hothouse for forcing tal- 
ents elsewhere abandoned as dead 
on the vine. . There is no especial 
record of him in Cheshire, and it 
was probably a time of: quiet con- 
templation. Unconsciously, he 
may have been on the verge of dis- 
covering his life’s work, because 
cafe society was there in micro- 
cosm, and he found it fascinating. 
Whatever spiritual effect Roxbury 
had on him, however, it had. the 
material one. of making him decide 
to go to Yale, which was also the 
destination of most of his glittering 
classmates. 

—-0-0-— 
ALE was a larger field, and 
y heterogeneous. You could, of 
course, go in for the pleasures 

of the world, but you could also be 
an athlete or a scholar or a poli- 
ticilan;-you could even be poor and 
worthy and industrious. Without 
hesitation, Lucius elected to be a 
scholar and a dandy. E-ven in those 
days, his clothes were remarkable, 

The Yale News referred appre- 
ciatively to Lucius’s “gray orchida- 
ceous trousers” and “vine-crowned 
high hat,” and added that “two 
hemispheres knew. him at 19,” which 
perhaps was a little excessive. He 
lived alone. in Durfee. Hall in. a 
style that was more or less com- 
‘mensurate with his wardrobe. 
Drawings by Picasso covered the 
wlls; ‘there was a roulette wheel 
that disappeared ingeniously when 
it seemed prudent; a bookcase re- 
volved and became a bar. It was 
his boast that even in those days, 
when prohibition was at least semi- 
effective, he was equipped to make 
any drink a guest could name, 

In the end, it was culture. that 
undid him. In January, 1924, the 
Yale News published the result of 


-In-a. de-. 


a.poll on prohibition~- among the 
students of the Divinity School, 
showing that these good young men 
stood 99 to 1 in favor of a.complete 
enforcement. Even the solitary dis- 
senter was not wholly lost; he voted 
only for light wines and beer. For 
some reason,/these innocent statis- 
tics infuriated young Villon, and in 
a letter which combined the man- 
nerisms of George Jean Nathan 
with those of a retired Colonel 
writing to the London Times, he 
denounced them: “One of the obso- 
lete institutions trading on the 
name of Yale...out of the colossal 
cavity of their ignorance.. .inno- 
eent device that proved a pleasure 
to Jesus Christ...exhibit their pol- 
troonish idiocy...Such whim-wham 
we may look for in pretzel-varnish- 
ers...dodos and dinosaurs at large 
on the campus.” It was signed 
“Petronius.” 


His fellow-rakehells were en- 
chanted, but Professor Henry Hal- 
lam Tweedy, at the moment in 


‘charge of the Divinity School, was 


only pained. He gave the blas- 
phemer a pamphlet listing the good 
works of Yale men in China, and 
reproved him for calling these po- 
tential martyrs cowards. Lucius, 
who had been under the dim im- 
pression that “poltroon” meant 
“fool,” apologized in another letter 
to the News, but the holy rebuke 
apparently rankled. 


Two weeks later the members of 
an audience at the Hyperion Thea- 
tre were astounded to see a tall, 
extravagantly bearded figure rise 
in one of the stage boxes. Their 
first impression that he was part 
of the show was dispelled when he 
addressed them furiously. 

“I am Professor Tweedy of the 
Yale Divinity School!” he shouted, 
and flung an empty bottle to the 

e. 

It took them a little while to re- 
move Beebe, because he had been 
prudent enough to lock himself in, 
but almost no time at all for Presi- 
dent Angell to make up his mind 
that such exuberance was not for 
Yale. Lucius left in the middle of 
his sophomore year, complaining 
that, as usual, his motives seemed 


to have been misinterpreted. 

After he had spent a tiresome 
year as a reporter on the now de- 
funct Boston Telegram, Harvard 
got him, and there is a story that 
President Angell took official no- 
tice of the transfer in a letter to 
President Lowell—‘I apologize for 
sending you such a bad \potato.” 
At any rate, the practical- 
joke mi]l was still operating at full 
blast. We hear of him hiring 
an airplane and flying over the 
pleasure fleet at New . London, 
festooning J. P. Morgan’s Corsair 
with streamers of toilet paper. It 
was Laicius who circulated a ballot 
to determine whether it would be 
profitable for Harvard to trade 
President Lowell and three full pro- 
fessors for a good running back- 
field. The motion was barely lost 
—1234 to 1227—but the story was 
widely circulated.

UCIUS was graduated from Har- 
L vard with the class of 1927, but 

remained in the Graduate School 
to study poetry under Prof. John 
Lawes. He had already published a 
book about Villon, and another vol- 
ume of verse, “Corydon and Other 
Poems,” which netted him $32 in 
royalties. He was at work on a 
thesis on the poetry of the late 
Edwin Arlington Robinson, whose 
habit of interpreting the New En- 
gland scene in terms of Arthurian 
legend could not fail to charm a 
young man who had identified him- 
self romantically with both these 
worlds. 

Curiously enough, it was this so- 
ber and innocent work of’ scholar- 
ship which led to his downfall. In 
preparing his thesis, he had bor- 
rowed from Mr. Robinson the man- 
uscript copy of 164 lines of blank 
verse which the poet had deleted, 
as unbearably florid, from. the final 
version of “Lancelot.” The Yale 
University Library Gazette is au- 
thority for what: followed: 


“Photographs were made of 
this manuscript; for they were to 
be bound in Mr. Beehe’s theses— 
where they now are. But before 
they were thus legitimately used, 
they served another purpose. For, 
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Beebe ... one evening conceived 
the notion of having printed 
from them the rarest of all 
Robinson items, an_ edition of 
two copies of the fragment. 
Wrappers and title-page were 
printed at one establishment, the 
text at another. . In order that 
there might be copies of record, 
however, 17 and not two were as- 


. sembled, folded, and trimmed by 


the clandestine editor. Some were 
sent to libraries in England and 
America, others were given to in- 
dividuals; and thus one of the 
rarer of modern books had come 
into being. There are at the mo- 
ment not more than seven copies 
in private hands. Only one copy 
has, to the best of the writer’s 
knowledge, been sold; for it was 
not a business venture—a fact 
which earned for Mr. Beebe Mr. 
Robinson’s forgiveness for the pi- 
racy.” 

Before he was forgiven, however, 
there’ were reproachful letters from 
the poet, and Lucius thought often 
and irritably about the man, an- 
other undergraduate  bibliophile 
named Wetherby, who had first 
called Mr. Robinson’s attention to 
the theft. One night, after dining 
handsomely in Boston, Lucius went 
to call on the traitor. There was 
an argument, and in the course of 
it a heavy bookcase fell or was 
thrown. Mr. Robinson’s informant 
was taken to the infirmary, sus- 
pected of having a fractured skull, 
and for a time he was not expected 
to live. Harvard, not unreasonably 
averse to being the scene of a trial 
for manslaughter, acted promptly, 
and for the second time Lucius was 
a martyr to culture, 

He was not, however, especially 
depressed. He had enjoyed Yale, 
but for some reason Harvard had 
seemed dull. Perhaps he had out- 
grown the campus. The distillation 
of Boston and Babylon, of recondite 
scholarship and grandiose frivolity, 
was coming to a slow boil. “Noth- 
ing. matters but the gallant ges- 
ture,” he told a young woman, who 
was so agreeably impressed that 
she embalmed it forever in her 
diary. He had perfected an attitude, 
He was ready for the world.

HEN Beebe came te the 


Herald Tribune from the Bos-| 


ton Transcript, in June, 1929, 
he was 27 years old, 6 feet 4 inches 
tall and weighed in the neighbor- 
hood of 180 pounds. His blond hair 
was closely cropped, and he looked 
strongly Germanic, like an espe- 
cially rubicund officer in the Pots- 
dam Guard. When he was intro- 
duced to Stanley Walker, the city 
editor, he clicked his heels and 
bowed from the waist. He said 
“sir” in a tone of booming defer- 
ence, to the grateful amazement of 
the Tribune staff, which was not 
itself inclined to be punctilious, 

Walker had never seen a reporter 
of such baroque design, but he was 
no man to recoil from the unknown, 
and he hired Beebe for $35 a week. 
Thus began a career which may be 
tritely described as unique in 
American journalism, although it 
can never be said that Beebe was 
much of a reporter. He had an 
apathy about facts which verged 
closely on actual dislike, and the 
tangled wildwood of his prose was 
poorly adapted to describing small 
fires and negligible thefts. His 
splendid plumage and a certain jo- 
vial condescension in his manner 
were probably a source of either ter- 
ror or indignation to the homely cit- 
izens who provide the bulk of 
routine news. We hear of him, in 
a top hat and opera cape, arriving 
fashionably late for the annual din- 
ner of the Landscape Gardening 
Society, and there is the story that 
he attended a fire in a morning 
coat. Nor was he always very clear 
about his assignments. Told to 
cover a banquet of the New York 
Central Railroad Engineers, he ap- 
peared somehow at one sponsored 
by the Caledonian Club, and after 
lingering only long enough to get a 
prepared copy of the principal 
speech, went back to his office to 
report that the president of the 
Central had incomprehensibly chos- 
en to talk to his men about Scot- 
land.- He was astonished by the 
clamor which the publication of 
this item aroused, being clearly of 
the opinion that one damn dull din- 
ner was very much like another. 

Only a sort of heroic obstinacy 
can have kept Beebe from resign- 
ing early in his career. He was a 
tower of Boston erudition and his 
social philosophy would have 
amused Marie Antoinette, and yet 
he was being asked to wear out his 
life in vulgar trivialities. The mar- 
tyrdom went on for two years, at 
the end of which he was trans- 
ferred to the. dramatic department, 
for which he reviewed occasional 
moving pictures and dubious plays 
and wrote interviews with the play- 
ers. Even here he must have been 
something of a problem. He had 
his own opinion of Hollywood, call- 
ing it the “outhouse civilization of 
the world, full of preposterous 
mountebanks and bores who live in 
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HOLLYWOOD, Dee. 11. 

ISTORY is history everywhere, 
but works and films on the his- 
tory that unfolded across the 
Mississippi get rather unfairly, 
tagged as “Westerns,” even when 
they deal with affairs of national 
import. The reason is that there 
was considerably more horse-riding 
in the West, and that instead of 
big artillery attacks there was more 
private shooting, and Indians had 
the habit of coming in unexpect 
edly. 
Frank Lloyd, who did sommething 
notable in the way of film history, 
with “Cavalcade,” has in “Wella, 
Fargo” a large-scale historical 
drama, with an express firm as the 
hero, It should do a good deal to 
dispel the notion that the civiliz- 
ing of the West was a Western af- 
fair at all. It was the Hasterners 
who “won the West.” Eastern cap- 
ital, daring and deviltry supplied 
all the heroes and all of.the vil- 
lains—except the Apaches. Theré 
wasn’t much on the Pacific slope 
except scenery and plenty of room 
for motion picture studios until a 
lot of Easterners got dropped upon 
it around 1850. Then one of the 
biggest scrimmages in all time 
started to make, apparently, Cali- 
fornia safe for the cinema.

LLOYD'S robustious film, spread 
on his widest canvas since “Caval- 
cade,” begins even before that, 
Communication is really the thema, 
as in the previous one it was patri- 
otism, or the “Empire spirit.” It 
shows, what swift delivery of mes- 
sages, of men and material did in 
almost instantly pulling order out 
of chaos—doing a pioneer job in 
less time than ever happened before 
in the world. 

The. telegraph, the train and 
postal service are commonplace to- 
day—but they were astonishing 
things in their day, and “Wells, 
Fargo” tells the romance of how 
they came into being from, say, 
Buffalo to the Golden Gate. The 
process was greatly rushed, of 
course, by the exigencies of the 
times—the Mexican War, the gold 
strike, the Civil War, etc. It wasn’t 
an orderly process either, for it 
was full of violence, of sound and 
fury, for all the time the Western 
empire was in the making.

BOB BURNS, the Ozark moun- 
taineer, found his role in this

Burns hated to ditch that flint-~ 
lock, but Lloyd got him to compro- 
mise on Kentucky rifle, and 
that’s what you see in the film, 
The sage of Arkansas, who cut his 
teeth on the butt of his Granpa 
Snazy’s squirrel-gun, did some 
powerful execution with this Ken- 
tucky “weepon.” He calls it his 
“Panther Cooler.” It wobbles a 
bit at the pull of the trigger, but 
he bagged a rabbit after taking only 
10 shots at it. Up in the foothills 
he fired into a covey of quail, and 
slew two. 

“There’s some guns,” he. said, 
“that just natcherely wobble. So 
I let the Cooler wobble, and sort 
of sprayed the shots. There ought 
to be a law making all marksmen 
use a gun like the Cooler. Game 
would increase a thousand per cent, 
And all coons would be ‘gone coons’ 
—gone out of range, and still run- 
ning.”

leave the wing tips on, and to re- 
move the crop from the back. 

By making an incision down the 
back of the neck skin and slipping 
the skin from the neck itself, the 
neck may be cut off close to the 
body and the crop and windpipe 
easily removed from this opening. 
This leaves the skin over the breast 
unbroken and makes it easier to 
truss the bird compactly. } 
You must use common sense 
about washing the bird inside. The 
outer skin must, of course, be care- 
fully washed with a cloth dipped in 
clean lukewarm water, all pin 
feathers removed with tweezers, 
and the hairs singed over a mod- 
erate flame. But it is easy to wash 
flavor out of a turkey by sloshing 
water around inside. If the bird 
has a fresh, clean smell, and there 
are no dried clots of blood or dark, 
crusted spots, just wipe it well with 
a damp cloth, sprinkle thoroughly

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with salt, and let it go at that. But 
if the edges of the openings look a 
bit dried and the inner surface. is 
darkish, then let cold water run 
quickly through the bird, and with 
the hand scrape out and remove 
any objectionable material. Then 
dry carefully with a cloth and sprin- 
kle well with salt. 


The leg is usually cut off at the 
knee joint. In a roasting turkey 
the leg is thin and stringy a good 
bit above the knee, and if desired, 
when preparing the bird at home, 
cut off or chop off about an inch 
above the joint, and put this piece 
in with the neck bone to make 
broth for gravy. Tie the skin and 
flesh firmly to the leg bone with 
a bit of string, so it won’t shrink 
and draw back during roasting. 

Now the bird is ready to be 
stuffed and trussed. With this 
article we are giving two stuff- 
ing recipes. One is moist, fluffy 
and egg-gold in color; the other is 
dry, crumbly and toasted in flavor. 
Both are seasoned with sage and 
onion, and yet are different in tex- 
ture, Use the type you like. 

. Stuff the néck cavity of the bird 
first. Pat the dressing in, gently 
rounding out the hollow above the 
breast bone, then fold the neck skin

back and pin it to the backbone 
with an aluminum pin, or one of 
those sharp black-headed pins used 


by dressmakers. Now fold _  the- 


wings back, bringing the wing tips 
behind the bird; they will help hold 
the neck skin in place, and give the 
bird a base while resting in the 
roasting pan. Insert a skewer 
through the wings, not through the 
body of the bird. This will hold the 
wings in place during baking. 

The idea of trussing a bird is to 
make it as compact an object as 
possible, to promote even baking, 
and to prevent the jutting parts 
fram drying out. It really 1s not 
a hard job, and neither you nor the 
turkey should be tired out when the 
bird is ready for the pan. The bird 
should look very comfortable, and 
you should look satisfied. 

So fix the neck end first as di- 
rected, and then proceed to stuff 
the body cavity. Drop in the dress- 
ing with a light hand—it will swell 
during baking and if packed in, the 
turkey might burst during baking. 
Bridge the opening with aluminum 
pins, sticking them through the 
skin. Then lace the opening with 
string, pulling the skin together. 
Tie string and cut it off.

A meat thermom- 
eter inserted as far as the center 
of the thigh muscle, will registed 
185 degrees Fahrenheit when the 
bird is well done. <As a done test 
when roasting without a thermom- 
eter, grasp the leg and move it a 
bit.

The other is that ‘these un- 
fortunates, as a class, have received almost 
no attention from politicians, sociologists, 
economists or ‘labor leaders.

Not the established salesmen: the men in

talent for selling to earn straight salaries for 
their work because they happen to be selling 
something for which buyers come to them. 
But the men who sell from door to door on 
commission, who get their jobs through the 
want ads, are on a different footing. 


Case in Point; Plight 
of the Specialty Salesmen. 

Take a concrete case: On Washington ave- 
nue there is a manufacturers’ agent whose 
office is‘stocked with small machines, recent- 
ly invented, to make it easy for cashiers to 
arrange the zinc sales‘tax tokens and make 


in which the: tokens are piled. The first 
three emit one, two and three one-mill tokens, 
respectively, and the fourth gives out one 
five-mill token. The machine is typical of 
the myriad articles salesmen attempt to sell— 
it is neither a novelty nor necessary. 
‘Several weeks ago the agent advertised for 
salesmen. He has had about 25. men-who 


quick change with them. There are four tubes Ariends that the companies count. 


have tried to sell: the machine. There were 
more applicants, but the others were unable 
to pay down the $2 deposit to take out one 
of the machines. The men got no salary. 
They paid $2 for the machine and their prof- 
it was the difference between that and what- 
ever they sold it for. They were supposed 
‘to sell one for $4, but they often had 
} to ask less, 

The agent is an energetic man with a good 
‘line of talk. Asked how much one could 
make selling the product, he said: “If I got 
out and really worked hard every day from 
9 in the morning to 5 in the evening I could 
sell two a day, but of course that would take 
some hard plugging. There would be days 
when .I wouldn’t sell any, but there would 
be other days when I’d perhaps make that 
up.”’ 

About $20 a Week at Best 


and Only a Few Can Do It. 

Thus the-.best a man can do, getting the 
best price, is about $20 a week; and to do 
that he would have.to “‘believe in the prod- 
uct” or be the man responsible for promot- 
ing it. Only one of his salesmen, the agent 
said, was able to do anything like that. 

The others had indifferent success. Some 
are’ still trying to sell the machines, others 
gave them back. Several downtown restau- 
rants. and stores installed the machines, but 
they bought direct from the company. ‘‘Most 
of the men,” the agent said, “sold a few 
machines to people they knew and that was 
all they could do.” 


That statement goes to the heart of much 
of the commission selling. The salesmen are 
able to persuade their friends or relatives to 
buy their article, but that is as far as they 
can go. Only a very small percentage—about 
3 per cent is the consensus of sales managers 
—can sell a product with profit from door 
to door. 

It is on the few sales to relatives and 
By a con- 
stantly large turnover of men, each of whom 
makes a few sales largely on the basis of 
sympathy, the company continues to market 
its product. It costs nothing to hire the men, 
who earn only if they sell, and out of it all 
the company gets a large amount of adver- 
tising. It is keeping its product before 


Time Gives Soviets 
Upper Hand in Old 
Dispute With Japan 


Fishing Privileges Granted 


by Russia Under Ports- 
mouth Treaty Expire Soon 
—May Not Be Renewed.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11. 

EPORTS from Tokio that the Soviet 
RR sovernment is taking an uncompromis- 

ing attitude regarding the renewal of the 
Russian-Japanese convention regulating fish- 
ing around Kamchatka in the Western Pa-« 
cific ocean focus attention on yet another 
danger spot in the precarious international 
situation, one in which the United States has 
important economic and military interests. 
The new zone of possible conflict extends 
from Sakhalin Island; off the coast of the 
Russian maritime provinces, northward to 
the Arctic Circle near Bering Strait, south. 
ward to include all of the Alaska peninsula 
and the Aleutian islands and down the weste« 
ern Canadian coast to the Columbia, River in 
the United States. 

The present disputes between the Japanese 
and the Russians. and the Japanese and 
Americans and Canadians involve one of the 
most complicated and vexatious field of in- 
ternational law——the control of waters beyond 
three miles from. coast. The controversies 
also dramatize the rapid rise of the Soviet 
Union as a world Power that cannot be trifled 
with the increasing economic pressure on 
Japan to find new fields for exploitation and 
new markets for its products. Their settle- 
mént will likewise determine how far the 
rest of the world will allow Japanese indus< 
try expand at the expense of others. 


From Japan’s Standpoint 

From the strictly Japanese standpoint, the 
disputes involve» several hundred thousand 
fishermen and their famiiles, the amount of 
seafood they shall be permitted to take from 
far-off waters for home consumption and for 
export. In a difect way the settlement will 
have a material effect on Japan’s national 
economy and the amount of foreign exchange 
available for necessary international pure 
chases. 

The Russian-Japanese disagreement is rel« 
atively simple, yet it illustrates the changed 
position of the Sovet Union in world affairs, 
or to be more general, of Russia since 1905, 
when, as a vanquished nation, it was forced 
to sign the treaty arranged by President Theo< 
dore Roosevelt at Portsmouth in 1905. 

The Portsmouth treaty, which brought the 
Russo-Japanese war to a close, included @ 
vague phrase that the Japanese should be 
allowed fishing rights off Sakhalin Island 
and Kamchatka, the peninsula projecting 
south from Eastern Siberia and the point 
of land that almost touches some of the 
Aleutian Islands. At that time, this part of 
Russia was sparsely settled and the fish- 
ing rights, so far as the Russians were con< 
cerned, were seemingly of little value. They 
were, on the other hand, of great importance 
to Japan, perhaps the foremost fishing na« 
tion in the world. Under the Portsmouth 
treaty Czarist Russia agreed to let Japanese 
companies rent some of the most valuable 
fishing “lots” and that arrangement seem- 
ingly was satisfactory to everyone. Russia 
had been beaten by the Japanese, who natur~ 
ally claimed the spoils. 


Japan’s Opportunity 

In 1917, however, came the Japanese op< 
portunity to exploit this rich fishing area 
without restrictions. The Kerensky and 
Bolshevik revolutions disrupted the entire 
Russian nation, Asiatic, as well as European, 
and the Japanese fishermen went wherever 
they willed. This condition continued until 
1925, by which time Lenin and his follow- 
ers had remade the country into a relatively 
strong entity. 
But the Russians were still without @ 
strong voice in international negotiations be- 
cause they were willing to make concessions 
to obtain formal recognition by the great 
Powers. Thus, when Japan agreed to estab- 
lish diplomatic and consular relations with 
the Soviet Union in January, 1925, the Rus< 
sians agreed to let the Portsmouth treaty 
remain in force. Under this old treaty, the 
two countries agreed, three: years later, to 
a fishery convention to run eight years, by 
which the Soviet Union agreed to let Japa- 
nese subjects participate in auctions at Viadi- 
vostok, for the yearly rental of fishing lots 
along the Soviet coasts of Japan, and in the 
Okhotsk and Bering Seas, with the exception 
of 37 specified rivers anc inlets. 


Counter Charges of Poaching 

This agreement, which formally expired 
in 1936, but was extended to run during.- 
the current year, was the cause of many 
disputes between the Soviet authorities and 
the Japanese fishing companies. During the

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SIGNIFICANCE OF RUSSIA’S ELECTION.

British Viscount fears that the doubt, anxiety and peril of modern age are threatening 
the disintegration of society; calls on “men everywhere to give the best-of their 
minds to examining the very foundations of civilization”; reshaping basic ideas, 
if need be, to find some standards on which the race can agree in pinning its faith. 


HE age in which we live, it: is com- 

monly agreed, is an age of confusion. In 

religion, philosophy, politics, morals, it 
is a time of doubt. New science has un- 
dermined all the old orthodoxies, With 
numbers of people, the traditional religions 
do not grip. There is a divorce between re- 
ligion and daily life. 

Philosophy also gives no clear message. 
The ordinary man passes philosophy by, 
hears it only as a distant murmur of con- 
fused and unintelligible voices. In politics, 
eyen the root ideas of liberty and justice 
‘are rejected by dominant parties in power- 
ful states. 

Almost everywhere, a widespread poverty 
continues, generation after generation, in 
the presence of abundance and luxury; it 
breeds a-bitter discontent that threatens the 
very structure of society. And there broods 
over the world of today a chronic sense of 
insecurity because of the danger of general 
war. On every hand we see oe 
questioning, anxiety. -

The seething unrest - our time has spread 
Over the world: Look east, look west; in 
Japan, China, India, Turkey, in Russia, in 
the countries of Central or Western Europe, 
or in America; am Buddhists or Con- 
fucians; Hindus or Moslems, Jews or Chris- 
tians—everywhere there is lacking a feel- 
ing of stability. 

There is no general confidence in the 
ideas inherited from the past, or in the ex- 
isting order of things founded upon them. 
Nor is there any clear vision anywhere of 
new, ideas for the founding of a new order. 
Many individuals, no doubt, in every 
country and in every communify, remain 
untouched. Many preserve a religious faith 
serene and unshaken, and are guided 
through life by a definite code of conduct 
based upon it: Many others are content with 
a secular philosophy of life, of their own 
making or learned from accepted teachers; 
they feel that they know/where they stand, 
if not in relation to universe, at least 
in, relation to human society. But this, 
clearly, is not enough, — 

It is vital that there should be some stand- 
ards, at least, which are generally agreed. 
Our civilization cannot go on indefinitely 
‘with the fear in. its heart that its ethics 
and its politics, the training of the next 
generation, the relationships of individuals, 
classes, nations, races—that all this rests 
upon nothing solid; that the entire structure, 
vast and » is, built upon founda- 
tions that are ow and weak, that seem 
to be already quaking. The whole com- 
pany of thinking men throughout the world,

are aware of the facts; they see the danger.

When the President , ly 
brought up the question of public 
utility valuation as affecting rates 
and earnings at a press conference 
last Nov. 9, he was preparing, as 
was later evident, for conferences 
which have been generally inter- 
preted as negotiations for “peace” 
between the New Deal and the util- 
ities. Reporters at, the time got 
the impression that the President 
was willing to make “peace” with 
the utilities if they would cease to 
demand inflated valuations on 
which to base their rates, a practice 
which he appeared to hold had been 
generally engaged in by the .indus- 
try 


Behind this move was the desire 
of the administration to induce the 
utility corporations to go ahead at 
once with much-deferred construc- 
tion for expansion and thereby help 
to check the new business depres- 
sion. ) 

Willkie First Man Called. | 

The first utility executive invited 
to the White House in pursuance 
of the President’s program was 
Willkie, president of the Common- 
wealth & Southern Corporation, 
with main offices in New. York 
City. This is one of the largest 
utility systems, controlling through 
stock ownership a number of large 
operating utjlities in the Southeast 
and Middle West. Three of its 
largest operating’ subsidiaries, the 
Tennessee Electric Power Co., the 
Alabama Power Co. and the. Mis- 
sissippi Power Co., are among the 
18 companies challenging the con- 
stitutionality of the Tennessee Val- 
ley Authority in a suit now being 
heard by. a three-judge Federal 
court at Chattanooga. 

At the *White House confer- 
ence Willkie submitted to the 
President a memorandum, since 
published, in which, speaking 
for himself and the companies 
with which he is associated, 
he proposed that the President's 
suggestion be accepted to the lim- 
ited extent that the “prudent in- 
vestment” method be applied in de- 
termination of valuations of con- 
struction dating from the com- 
mencement of the President’s first 
term and in the future; valuations 
of earlier construction already 
fixed by official regulatory com- 
missions would stand. In return 
for this and the suggested elimina- 
tion by utilities of certain “write- 
ups” in capital structure, he asked 
for concessions by the administra- 
tion in the way of easing restric- 
tions imposed on. utility financing 
by the Holding Company. Act, and 
in reducing competition of TVA. 

In the interview with this writer 
Willkie said he did not believe 
“prudent investment” was 
soundest method. He said it could 
result under certain conditions in 
substantial injustice to consumers 
as well as to utility companies under 
other conditions. His limited and 
conditional acceptance of it was for 
the practical purpose of trying to 
compose differences with the ad- 
ministration and make it possible 
for the utilities to raise funds for 
expansion, which .,he thought ex- 
tremely important. 

Method of Application. 

Application of “prudent invest- 
ment” as a method of determining 
valuations for’ the purpose of regu- 
lating rates would be as follows: 

A company proposing to con- 
struct additional facilities would 
apply to the state regulatory com- 
mission for authority, describing 
in full the purpose for which the 
facilities would be used and giv- 
ing detailed construction plans and 
costs. If the regulatory body found 
upon inquiry that the undertaking 
was sound in all respects, it would 
give its approval and the cost would 
go into the company’s rate-base 
valuation as a “prudent invest- 
ment.” The item would remain 
in the valuation, “frozen” at that 
original or historical cost, and, in 
the case of a utility property con- 
structed entirely under application 
of this theory, the rate-base valua- 
tion would be merely a matter of 
bookkeeping, not subject to adjust- 
ment for changed conditions or 
changed pr levels.

The owners of these utility prop- 
erties have the same rights that 
all other owners of property have, 
and one of these rights is that 
guaranteed by the fifth and four- 
teenth amendments that private 
property shall not be “taken. for 
public use” (used in.serving the

sation. Since public utility prop- 
erties are dedicated to public use 
and the rates for their services are 
subject to determination by the 
states under their. police powers it 
is obvious that application of rates 
too low might be confiscatory and 
thus unlawful. 

On the other hand, the police 
power of the states is ample to 
forbid exorbitant or unreasonable 
rates, > 


“Present Fair Value” Rule. 


The Supreme Court rule of “pres- 
ent fair value,” Willkie pointed out, 
requires that all elements of value 
be considered. The Supreme Court 
has established and applied _§ this 
rule through a long series of deci- 
sions, beginning with Smythe versus 
Ames in 1898, Since value is largely 
a matter of opinion and judgment, 
Willkie said, it cannot be estab- 
lished by any hard and fast rule of 
mathematics or bookkeeping, but 
only by the weighing of the various 
elements. 

Among the elements of value that 
the Supreme Court has said should 
be considered are historical or 
original cost, present earning pow- | 
er, amount of securities outstand- 
ing based on the property, and re- 
production new cost. The. last is 
what it would cost to construct ‘the 
property if it were reproduced at 
present prices. The court’s insist- 
ence that this element be considered 
is one of the things that has led to 
public criticism of the Supreme 
Court rule, Willkie said; but the 
court has never said how much 
weight should be given to this 
element—it merely has held that 
the property rights of the owners 
under the constitution are not ade- 
quately protected unless all the 
elements are considered and 
weighed. 

It is obvious that in time of 
rapidly declining prices; this rule 
might work to the reduction of 
utility valuations on which a teason- 
able return is allowed; and that’in 
time of rapidly rising prices - it 
might cause the value to be: in- 
creased. The fact that up to the 
time the depression began price 
levels generally had been advancing 
for mahy years, resulting in in- 
stances of boosted utility valuations, 
had something to do with public 
dissatisfaction with Supreme Court 
rule of “present fair value.” 

Advantages and Disadvantages. 

Willkie thought also that the 
rather widespread charges a few 
years ago that the utilities. con- 
trolled the State regulatory bodies 
helped to discredit the method, The 
delays incident to the method also 
contributed to this. | 

Willkie said that in a period of 
declining prices the disadvantages 
of “prudent investment” to the pub- 
lic would be apparent. 

To one who compares the “pru- 
dent investment” method with the 
law of the land as laid down by the 
Supreme Court for determining 
“present fair value,” it is obvious 
that there is great conflict; that an 
extreme example, for instance, of 
valuation by the “prudent invest- 
ment” formula probably would not 
be upheld if challenged before the 
court. |

Willkie’s Fundamental Views. 

Assuming this to be so, and this 
correspondent does not doubt it, 
it seemingly is appropriate to relate 
certain fundamental views of Will- 
kie and attach to them the im- 
portance of having been laid before 
the President as a suggested way 
out of a difficult situation. 

There is no doubt the utilities are 
not constructing new plants in the 
extent that would be justified by 
their growth, The send-out of elec- 
tricity this year exceeds that of 1929 
by 40 per cent, and yet the new con- 
struction this yeas amounts to only 
$450,000,000 as compared with $950,- 
000,000 in 1929. The volume indi- 
cates new construction should have 
amounted to approximately $1,300,- 
000,000—some authorities have said 
$1,500,000,000, or approximately one 
billion dollars more than actually 
is being spent. 

A word of explanation of the fi- 
nancing methods of the utilities is 
necessary. They employ compara- 
tively large capital investment in 
proportion to annual volume of busi- 
ness. It is estimated that on the 
average the electrical utilities turn 
their capital over once in about 
seven years; that is, that it takes 
that long for invested capital to 
come back in receipts. Expansion 
1s not paid for out of profits, but 
out of investment of new capital. 
Theoretically bonds are assumed to 
provide about 50 per cent of utility 
capital, preferred stock about 25 
per cent and common stock about 
25 per cent. It varies, of course, in 
individual companies. 

Not a Dollar Since 1933. 

It is said that from the day Presi- 
dent Roosevelt took office in 1933 
to the present not a dollar of new 
common stock capital has gone into 
the electrical utilities in the United 
States; that not a dollar of pre- 
ferred stock capital has gone into 
new construction, although there 
has been some refunding by pre- 
ferred stock sales. 

Some of the utilities have had 
bonding power in reserve, others 
have not. Wherever bonds have 
been issued for new-capital it has 
resulted in enlarging the propor- 
tion of bonds to common stock or 
equity investment. This results in 
weakening or diminishing the 
cushion behind the senior securi- 
ties, that is, the bonds. It re- 
duces the margin of safety of the 
bonds and tends to create a situa- 
tion such as has impaired many 
railroad bonds. 

It is said that this condition can- 
not continue long without serious 
results, that unless new equity cap- 
ital soon flows into the utilities a 
great many of them no longer will 

able to obtain bond capital at 
reasonable rates, if at all.

State’s Criminal Law and 
Procedure Holds Meeting.

COLUMBIA, Mo., Dec. 11.—Co- 
operative efforts between lawyers 
and laymen to reform Missouri’s 
criminal law and procedure were 
begun here today at the initial 
meeting of the Missouri Institute 
for the Administration of Justice, 
an organization formed this year 
by the Missouri Bar Association. 
More than 100 persons attended 
the luncheon meeting at which four 
speakers were heard, after which 
an executive session was held. 

W. Wallace Fry of Mexico, pres- 
ident of the Bar Association, and 
Kenneth Teasdale of St, Louis, for- 
mer president, were speakers along 
with Leland Hazard, Kansas City 
attorney, and J. Lionberger Davis, 
president of the Institute. 

Teasdale Explains Purposes. 

Teasdale explained purposes of 
the Institute which hopes to “bring 
about modification of the State’s 
criminal laws and laws having to 
do: with both criminal procedure, 
methods of selecting judges and 
other legislative and judicial re- 
forms.” He explained that laymen 
were enlisted because of failure of 
the Legislature to heed pleas of at- 
torneys and indicated initiative 
methods may be resorted to in the 
future if combined pleas of lawyers 
and laymen are ignored. 

Davis explained that the present 
criminal code is warped in favor 
of the criminal or suspected law 
breaker and that the loopholes and 
out-dated procedure “nourishes the 
unethical and makes the righteous 
lawyer and public despair.” 

Fry Urges Co-operation. 

The Institute can be a medium 
through which reforms and ‘im- 
provements in the State Judiciary 
may be accomplised, Fry told the 
organization. 

“We hear much criticism of the 
courts, the legal profession, our 
civil and criminal practice and pro- 
cedure and the crowded condition 
of the dockets of our courts,” Fry 
said. “Much of this criticism is just 
and constructive. Much is not. 

“The Missouri Bar Association is 
anxious to do everything in its 
power to bring about needed re- 
forms. With your help and co- 
operation, we can work together 
for the accomplishment of a per- 
manent and lasting program, 

“The Missouri Bar Association 
will ask you this year to study 
plans for removing judges from 
control of political machines, and 
providing a method for selection of 
honest and qualified lawyers to 
preside over our courts.” 


U, $, ALLOTS ILLINOIS 
$459,000 FOR HEALTH WORK 


Dr. A. C. Baxter Tells How Amount 
Will Be Budgeted for State- 
wide Use. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.,— The 
United States Public Health Service 
has allotted Illinois $459,451 from 
its Social Security Law fund. The 
law gives the health service each 
year a total of $8,000,000, for allot- 
ment to the states for health work. 

Dr. A. C. Baxter, acting State 
Director of Health for Illinois, has 
set aside $285,563 of the fund for 
central administration. Of, this 
amount he will use $43,618 in the 
State laboratories, $64,700 for the 
venereal disease control division, 
$50,000 for venereal disease 
control in Chicago, $31,420 for 
the division of industrial hy- 
giene and $25,000 for industrial hy- 
giene survey. He has budgeted 
$148,888 for local health services 
and $25,000 for training personnel 
to be used in’ public health work. 

The State Public Health Service, 
in announcing the allotment, said 
the State was divided into district 
health units and that 45 of the 102 
counties were under supervision of 
11 full-time bealth services.

‘Russia’s Changed Attitude. * 

The Soviet Government's changed 
position in world affairs became 
evident in 1936 when the 1928 lease 
formally expired. It was extended 
through the present year when the 
Japanese, sorely hit by the depres- 
sion, demanded that annual lease 
plan for lots be abandoned for ap- 
portionment, of specific areas to 
each country. The Soviet Union, 
opposed in general to granting 
property rights, rejected these de- 
mands, but consented to a tem- 
porary continuation of the rental 
plan, 

At present, the Soviet Govern- 
ment has the upper hand in the 
negotiations, and has ample rea- 
son for its adamant attitude. 
Japan has signed anti-Communist 
agreements with Germany and 
Italy, which the Russians insisted 
far beyond mere pacts against Bol- 
shevism and include economic and 
military guarantees. Russia is no 
longer the beaten nation which 
signed the Portsmouth treaty or 
the supplicant of 1925, seeking dip- 
lomatic recognition. And she has 
no desire to aid a country that is 
invading the mainland of Asia. 
Her diplomatic representatives also 
know that the United States and 
Canada are closely watching the 
negotiations, and that whatever 
course the Soviet Government fol- 
lows will probably have its effect 
on any fishery arrangement be- 
tween these countries and Japan. 

In Bering Sea. 

American and Russian aspects of 
the dispute with Japan meet in 
that shallow strip of water between 
Easternmost Siberia and Western 
tip of Seward peninsula in North- 
ern Alaska, which is the richest 
open sea salmon fishing grounds 
in the world. The boundary be- 
tween Alaska and the Soviet Union 
runs through the middle of this 
narrow stretch of water—Bering 
Strait. 

Senators. Schwellenbach and 
Bone of Washington and Repre- 
sentative Dimond of Alaska are 
the foremost American defenders 
of this country’s rights in North- 
ern Pacific waters and the liveli- 
hood of 60,000 American fisher- 
men. 

The importance of the issue was 
recently emphasized by Schwellen- 
bach when he said: “I believAthat 
this problem contains potentialities 
which may more seriously threaten 
the peace of the United States than 
any other on the immediate hori- 
zon.” 

The American dispute with the 
Japanese is not as simple as that 
of the Russian and it involves the 
delicate question: Can a country 
assert jurisdiction over fish after 
they have left, in accordance with 
their nature, the three-mile limit off 
the coast? 

U. &. Sows, Japan Reape.

Here is Representative Dimond’s 
description of the present situation: 

“Recently the salmon fisheries of 
Alaska in the Bristol Bay have been 
threatened with disaster through 
the operation of Japanese ships 
equipped as floating canneries 
which remain some distance from 
the shore but nevertheless intercept 
the salmon on their way to the 
mouths of the streams to spawn, 
thus endangering the permanent 
supply of salmon. 

“The operations by the Japanese 
have taken place in Bering Sea and 
in Bristol Bay, which opens into 
Bering Sea. Such packing opera- 
tions carried on at some distance 
from shore are particularly adapt- 
able to the region because of the 
slight depth of the water. Bristol 
Bay and Bering Sea are shallow 
indeed. An inspection of the chart 
of that region showing depths of 
water reveals no place in Bristol 
Bay having a greater depth than 
300 feet. Most of Bering Sea, par- 
ticularly that part west to a line 
drawn through the Pribilof Islands 
and St. Lawrence Island, is less 
than 250 feet deep, and, as a conse- 
quence, it is a simple enough mat- 
ter for a floating cannery to anchor 
anywhere in Bristol] Bay or in the 
adjoining portion of Bering Sea and 
carry on its operations in the wa- 
ters of that region. 

Japan’s Encroachments. 

“A few years ago the Japanese 
commenced their operations in Ber- 
ing Sea by fishing and canning 
crabs. No protest was made against 
this. Within the last two years, 
however, the Japanese operators in 
Bering Sea have not confined their 
operations to the packing of crabs, 
but in their great nets, some of 
them more than a mile in length 
and extending from the surface to 
the bottom of the sea, have taken 
a heavy tonnage of other kinds of 
sea life—the ground fish for meal 
and oil, for freezing and‘salting, and 
also the salmon en route from the 
waters of the deep ocean to Bristol 
Bay to spawn. 

In addition to the Japanese float- 

g canneries, which have been op- 
erated by commercial interests, the 
Japanese Government each year 
since 1932 has sent one or two of 
its public vessels to the waters off 
the coast of Alaska in the Bristol 
Bay region for the purpose of study- 
ing the fisheries resources of those 
waters and, in certain cases, to 
visit St. Paul Island to inspect the 
American fur seal herd. As a re- 
sult of all of these operations the 
Japanese now propose to enter the 
field in force, claiming they have 
d right to do so and to share in the 
Alaska salmon fisheries which have 
been preserved and conserved at a 
great cost by our Government.” 

Petition to Diet. 

Dimond insists that the reason 
the Japanese are now invading the 
Alaskan waters is that they are de- 
pleting Siberian fishing regions. 
Schwellenbach, in an address in 
the Senate on the same _ subject, 
quoted a petition submitted to the 
Japanese Diet in May, 1936, which 
said: 

“There is little room for further 
expansion of saimon fisheries that 
have been developec by our people

Schwellenbach declared that the 
Japanese method of off-shore fish- 
ing in Siberia which resulted in 
corking up of streams by “literal- 
ly hundreds of miles of nets” was 
not and could not be the subject 
of regulation by the Soviet Gov- 
ernment “without some new appli- 
cation of legal principles.”

Bringing the situation directly, 
home to the United States, Schwel- 
lenbach continued: 
“It must be remembered that 
Alaska furnishes 80 per cent of the 
national salmon supply, which is a 
valuable export product. Our Gov- 
ernment spends directly, or through 
the territory, an average of $400,- 
000 a year in protecting this sup- 
ply. We have elaborate regulations. 
We clear the streams in order that 
the fish may find passage to the 
spawning grounds. Salmon eggs 
are collected and redistributed. We 
regulate the kind of gear that may 
be used. We close the streams for 
fishing except during specific peri- 
ods. We designate the positions 
that the traps must occupy. 
“If the Japanese are able to cork 
up our Alaska fisheries as they 
have the Siberian fisheries, the 
supply will soon be depleted and we 
shall face the same situation as 
is faced by the shore fisheries on 
the coast of Kamchatka. Succeed- 
ing in this, it is understandable 
that they will proceed south by the 
coast of British Columbia and the 
States of Washington, Oregon and 
California.” 
Pact With Canada. 
As yet, no one has been able te 
find a solution for the controversy 
between Americans and the Japan- 
ese. Several years ago, there was 
a somewhat similar dispute be- 
tween the Americans and Canadi- 
ans, when the Canadians charged 
that American fishermen were kill- 
ing off the salmon spawned in the 
Fraser River and declared that if 
the depredations continued they 
would spend no more money for 
conservation. This, of course, 
would have been a heavy blow te 
the American salmon industry, so a 
convention was signed by the two 
countries in which the Canadians 
promised to abide by regulations 
on Columbia River salmon and the 
Americans to regulations relating 
to the Fraser River species. 
Apparently no such agreement 
can be made with Japan, which has 
nothing to offer in return yet in- 
sists on taking fish cultivated by 
the Americans and Canadians. 
Proposed Solution. 
Dimond would meet the situation 


over the open seas wherever Alaska 
spawned salmon can be taken. 
Schwellenbach has advocated a 
boycott of Japanese exports of fish 
fapd to the United States, or that 
the United States and Canada as- 
sert jurisdiction ovér the North Pa- 
cific continental shelf in order te 
regulate fishing in this area. 

Both Schwellenbach and Dimond 
reject the idea of a treaty with 
Japan or any nation other than 
Canada. To use the _ technical 
phrase, such a treaty could hardly 
be bilateral, as the United States 
and Canada would be giving up all 
the benefits. 

Just how far the Japanese are 
ready to go with the beginning al- 
ready miade is doubtful to say and 
may depend on what agreement 
they can reach with Soviet Russia, 
Some Western observers are afraid 
that the rough and ready American 
and Alaskan fishermen will take 
direct action against the Japanese 
if they continue their off-shore 
fishing, which under present inter- 
national law, they apparently have 
a right to do. 

Rifle fire has never settled an 
international dispute and has start- 
ed many. That is what the West- 
ern officials want to avoid and still 
save the American Pacific fishing 
industry. The solution, however, 
remains to be found.

The 
dread “freshman mortality” is be- 
ing desperately fought, under pure- 
ly pedagogic pretenses, by those in- 
stitutions that depend for their rev- 
enue greatly on tuition fees. Their 
heroic effort to salvage the back- 
ward elements by various remedies 
—individual dry-nursing, trailer 
classes, summer repeating courses, 
etce.—is, however, neutralized by 
the more and more intensive. re- 
cruiting of students, and do what

ROOSEVELT—AND THEN? By Stanley 
High. (Harper G Brothers, New York.) 


TANLEY HIGH was privileged 
S to help in Mr, Roosevelt's sec- 

ond election campaign, and was 
a member of the “Presidential cir- 
cle” until February, 1937. He has 
written a fine and impartial analy- 
sis of persons and situations as- 
sociated with the President and his 
time, and his book should be read 
by everyone who is politically mind- 
ed, as well as by those seeking a 


better understanding of current po- 
litical and economic problems. 


Mr. High reaches no conclusions 
that are not preceded by an im- 
ponderable “IF,” yet he very skill. 
fully evaluates tHe forces and 
trends which the “Roosevelt revo- 
lution” has set into motion.

SYCHOANALYSIS, Surrealism,

longer? Here is a case: 

Joseph Riggs—the name is ficti- 
tious, but the man not—lives in 
northwest St. Louis. He is 55 years 
old, the father of two children of 
high school age. His wife is in a 
sanitarium. He is one of the sales- 
men who stuck, but not because of 
any large earnings he is able to 
make. He has been selling sub- 
scriptions to magazines since 1918 
and has been working for his pres- 
ent employers since 1925. The mag- 
azines he selis are ‘ ularly 
priced” and -he solicits two year 
“club offers.” He collects only the 
first month’s subscription price. 

He is short and slender and has 
a slightly stooped walk. He is in 
good health. He has that drab 
neatness which comes from keep- 
ing up appearances on no money, 
but his sparse gray hair and his 
regular features give him a distin- 
guished look. In fresh clothes, he 
might easily pose for an advertis- 
ing picture of a successful and 
provident father. 

From $35 to $10 to What? 

In the years just after the war 
Riggs used to get $35 a week and 
as late as seven years ago he got 
$10 a week plus commissions, All 
that is gone now and he gets only 
a commission on what he actually 
sells. 

The day he was interviewed he 
had made one sale, his first of the 
week. It was Wednesday. His com- 
mission was 40 cents but he had 
used 10 cents of it for car-fare. 
About the most Riggs can make 
on any sale is 70 cents. He said 
he had averaged $2.50 a week for 
November and his salary for a pre- 
vious four-week period was as fol- 
lows: $2.50, 83 cents, $3.20 and $2.89. 

Because he has two dependent 
children Riggs is still eligible to 
be on relief and he gets a grocery 
order for $21.10 a month. If he 
had no dependents the fact that he 
has a job, no matter how small its 
return, would bar him from relief. 
His son occasionally works at bi- 
cycle repair shops and is able to 
help pay the rent, which ig $20 a 
month for the two rooms. 

Does Riggs seem like an isolated 
and extreme case? There are many 
like him, even among those who 
sell what can be called more neces- 
gary articles. The lists at the Mis- 
souri State Employment Bureau are 
full of men who have tried to sell 
electrical appliances and used cars 
—or perhaps they are still trying 
to sell them while hoping for a 
different job. More than half of 
those whose names are on file have 
some sort of selling job, but are 
looking for a different one. 

The bureau, in fact, takes re- 
quests for commission jobs reluct- 
antly because, as C. R. Kammerer, 
the director, says, “they aren't 
jobs.” 

Some of Requests for Men. 

A glance at some of the requests 
from companies for men showed 
the following: 

Two men were wanted to sell 
pecans from door to door at two 
cents a pound commission. A man 
who had to have his own automo- 
bile was wanted to do light haul- 
ing at 10 per cent commission. 
Three per cent commission was of- 
fered for men to sell poultry. A 
religious paper was willing to give 
25 per cent to men soliciting ad- 
vertisements: By obtaining radio 
advertising a man could earn 15 
per cent commission. 

None of these jobs offered a sal- 
ary; not even a drawing account, 
which is merely giving a man a lit- 
tle money ahead of time which he 
must, however, earn and which he 
owes to the company. 

Before 1929 small salaries and 
drawing accounts were a frequency. 
Now, if a mechanic or a bookkeep- 
er or a young architect lost his 
job. he could not, if he went out 
cold turkey” and without the in- 
fluence of any friends, get a sell- 
ing job which would start him off 
on a salary.

“It is as necessary for a car own- 
er to have the non-skid protection 
on his tires checked after a hard 
summer’s driving, to see that they 
are safe for the slippery street and 
highway of fall and winter, as it is 
for him to put an anti-freeze in his 
radiator before the approach of 
cold weather,’ J. Harry Evans, 
manager for Goodrich Silvertown, 
declared in announcing a free in- 
spection service for tires and other 
parts of cars. This inspection is 
made regardless. of the make of 
tires, battery or heater in the car, 

In the inspection; all tires are 
checked to see that they are prop- 
erly inflated and have enough non- 
skid qualities for winter safety.

To supplement the two blast fur- 
naces now in production at the 
Rouge plant, the company has 
awarded a contract for a 1000-ton 
blast furnace, which will cost, with 
auxiliaries, $4,500,000 It will 
be the first all-welded blast furnace 
in the world. 

A new cast alloy steel foundry 
building, which will cover eight 
acres and increase the area of the 
Ford foundry, now the largest in 
the world, to 38 acres, is included in 
the program. 

Nine 100-ton open hearth fur- 
naces will be rebuilt to permit re- 
o tion of manufacturing 
methods in the open hearth steel 
furnace facilities. 

Two gas storage holders are un- 
der construction. .One, of 10,000,- 
000 cubic feet capacity, will be the 
largest all-welded steel structure in 
the world and will store fuel gas 
produced in the coke ovens. The 
other, of 2,500,000 cubic feet ca- 
pacity, will store blast furnace gas.

The steel] industry operated at 
the slowest pace since November, 
1934, as heavy industry continued 
to hold off orders while seeking a 
clearer picture of the future. 

Industrial Shipments. 

Total carloadings recovered from 
the Holiday recession as industrial 
shipments jumped sharply. The 
upturn in the latter was the wid- 
est in more than a year. 

A factor underlying the railroads’ : 
plea for higher freight rates has 
been the steady decline in indus- 
trial shipments throughout the past 
year. The rise in expenses from 
pay increases and an upturn in coal 
and other raw materal prices has 
played a part, analysts say, in re- 
ducing the money available to meet 
interest charges during the last few 
months, but equally important, in 
the opinion of many rail men, has 
been the slump in industrial ghip- 
ments. 

Total carloadings maintained an 
uptrend through the middle of 1937, 
the result principally of expansion 
in ore movement to roaring steel 
furnaces. This steady gain of total 
shipments tended to obscure the de- 
clining trend of industrial products. 
Total loadings, adjusted for season- 
al variation, pushed up to a new 
peak for the year on July 10. Mis- 
cellaneous loadings, on the other 
hand, made up of carlot shipments 
of industrial items, had fallen 11 
per cent under the year’s top — 
which was established in the open- 
ing week of 1937. 

The Associated Press seasonally 
adjusted index of miscellaneous 
freight touched its recovery high in 
December, 1936. From this 94.4 per 
cent of the 1929-30 average it 
dropped steadily through the spring, 
summer and fall, hitting 69.1 two 
weeks ago—27 per cent under the 


peak.

Lilius, explorer and au- 
thor, has returned to

A. E. Lilius. markable photographs, 
of a white man who 

hypnotised an entire village of Zulus 
at once, who worked among them as a 
faith healer with this mass hypnotism and 
was looked on as a demi-god, who could 
even put their cattle into a state of muscular 
rigidity at the same time he threw the no- 
tives into trances. 

Lilius is a member of the Explorers’ Club, 
New York, a fellow of the Royal Geographic 
Society and of the Royal Society of Arts. 
He was once associate editor of the Manila 
Fookien Times and six years ago published 
a book about adventures with a Chinese 
woman pirate chief. 

Mass hypnotism is believed possible by 
psychiatrists and psychologists and several 
cases of group hypnotism have been report- 
ed. The largest group was a class of 27 
students, hypnotized by a psychology in- 
structor in an experiment in which they 
gave, of course, their full co-operation. For 
the past 60 years, numerous experiments on 
single subjects have demonstrated that hal- 
lucinations can be induced in which the 
subject thinks he sees something which does 
not exist. Experimenters have found it easy 
to induce a state of catalepsy, caused by 
fright, in animals and birds, particularly 
frogs, and claims of actual hypnosis of large 
animals, even an elephant, were made as 
long as 100 years ago. 

Lilius first heard of the white hypnotist 
from a native woman witch doctor. The 
crone, in the midst of telling him about Jove

‘Two days later, Lilius and his guide 
reached.a plateau sprinkled with boulders. 
In the distance they saw the dome-like huts 
of a native village, with cattle grazing 
nearby. As they approached, they heard a 
thythmic thudding from among the rocks 
outside the village. They dismounted, hid 
their horses in a thicket, and crept forward. 
Peeking out from behind some trees, they 
were startled by what they scw.

Those who were mar- 
tied had hair done up in a cylinder a foot 
high. 

_ “One of the three dancers dropped to the 
ground exhausted. A voice came from be- 
hind a boulder. ‘Wogal Wogal’ (Wake 


‘up! Wake upl) The other two dancers 


stopped and sank to the ground. Those who 
had been lying motionless got up slowly. 
rubbing their eyes as if they had been in 
deep slumber.” 

Then the man who had spoken got up on 
a boulder and talked to them all, Lilius nar- 
rates. He was far from weird in appear- 
ance—in fact, he was quite prosaic looking: 
Short of stature, about 60 years old, with 
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Peder Tilestad looking at some of his 
subjects as they lie asleep. 


He was garbed in ordinary European trous- 
ers, a shirt, four-in-hand tie, and felt hat. 
He had taken off his coat and vest and 
was thumbing one suspender as he spoke. 

In a Zulu dialect which Lilius could not 
understand, the man talked to them quietly 
in a voice that was soft and melodious, but 
very firm. He did not use any of the ex- 
travagant gestures ordinarily employed in 
speaking to natives. His audience listened 
intently, eyes fixed on him. 

In a whisper, Lilius asked his black guide 
what the man was saying. “The maker of 
sleep is putting them all to sleep again,” 
the guide replied. “When they wake they 
will be like new men. They will be free of 
sickness and trouble.” 

“Suddenly,” Lilius relates, “the man 
paused in his speech and for the first time 
raised his voice a trifle. His right arm out- 
stretched, he stood motionless for a few sec- 
onds. Then he uttered a short command. 

“The effect was most dramatic. Like sol- 
diers obeying a command, almost all the 
listeners dropped to the ground. Some as- 
sumed queer positions and fell immediately 
into a deep sleep. Others drowsed off more 
slowly. A few children lingered in obeying 
the order, but they too dropped and fell 
asleep. 


“T told myself, I had to get these pictures .

plane, which appeared to be functioning 
properly at one moment, suddenly became 
a whirling mass of wreckage the next— 
‘whether a terrific gust of wind, or lightning, 
or a structural failure was responsible. 
When Lieutenant Schofield left Albrook 
Field, Canal Zone, he had seven soldiers in 
the Bellanca C-27, transport plane, along 
with provisions for a gunnery camp at Rio 
Hato and baggage and equipment of three 
of the soldiers, who were on leave for a 
bunting trip. Two of the passengers and 
some supplies were discharged at Rio Hato, 
where, Lieutenant Schofield says, ~ 
weather was excellent. 

After getting in the air again and setting 
his course for his next scheduled stop, 


David, in the Republic de Panama, Lieuten- 


ant Schofield could see rain squalls about 
20 miles ahead and large cumulus clouds 
farther along the course. 

"I had passed Aguadulce and reached the 
hills at the northern part of the Mala Penin- 
sula before I encountered the first cloud,” 
Lieutenant Schofield reported. “The base of 
the clouds was at 4000 feet, with rain and 
darkened areas to the south, west and north. 
Flying south of some of the large clouds, ! 
encountered up-drafts of air, which enabled 
me to climb at a thousand feet a minute with 
the ship in a horizontal plane. At 10,500 
feet I leveled out and continued on a west- 
erly course.” 

Then follows a detailed description of the 
Cloud formation, interesting even to the lay- 
mon and having probable bearing on what 
tanspired a few minutes later. 

“The larger cumulus clouds were separate 
and distinct from one another,” the pilot 
wrote. “I could see plainly between them, 
while under the clouds the weather ap- 
peared to be good except for small rain 
creas. I reported my position by radio and 
after passing Canazas there appeared to 
be no more rain under the clouds. Some of 
these cumulus formations reared up to 20,- 
000 feet, although the tops of the majority 
were below 10,000 feet. Nearly all seemed 
to have their base at about 4000 feet. After 
leveling off I had flown over some clouds, 
dlong side of some and through others. | 
had seen Montijo Bay at 2:25 p. m. and 20 
minutes later I could see the Chiriqui Gulf 
fo our left. 

“Knowing that we were about 40 miles 


from David, I throttled back a little and - 


started the descent so that we were losing

After about 
turn around and get out in the clear again. 


I started a medium bank to the left and had 


completed about 90 degrees of the turn 
when I saw a large clear area, free of rain. 
to the right. Swinging to the right I brought 
the ship into this clear area, which was cir- 
cular and about eight miles in diameter with 
a dark ceiling above. Objects on the ground 
cound be clearly distinguished. 

“After a glance at the ground I checked 
my instruments, some of which read as fol- 
lows: Altimeter, 9500 feet; horizon, 45 de- 
grees; rate of decline, 200 feet a minute; cir 
speed, 140 miles an hour: temperature plus 
2 degrees C. The motor was running per- 


ly in a clear area with the ground visible—- 
disaster struck. Lieutenant Schofield tells 
what happened in his report. 

“Wishing to shallow the bank, | returned 
the wheel to the left and with a stroight 
ened leg pushed the left rudder. There was 
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THAT SHOOW, 


a violent shuddering, which seemed to come 
from the tail. As I jerked back on the 
throttle there was a terrific explosive noise. 
The rudder pedal kicked back so violently 
I was knocked into the right rear corner of 
the. cockpit. I recalled that the controls had 
gone loose with a snap. The terrific shud- 
dering of the entire ship had lasted about 
half a second, or about as long as it took 
me to close the throttle. | 

“The ship was rolling dizzily in a clock- 
wise direction. I scrambled up at the bot- 
tom of a roll, pulled myself back into the 
seat and unfastened my safety belt, which 
had slipped around my knees when I was 
knocked into the corner. With my left hand 
I grabbed the ring of the pilot's emergency 
trap door overhead. 


CO vemped to tur to the sight and 
tempted to turn to the right and 
look back into the cabin to see 
what shape my passengers were in. Some- 
thing, I never determined what, was at my 
shoulders and prevented me from doing so. 
At that instant I was thrown out of the cock- 
pit, presumably by the blowing off of the 
emergency trap door. As I left the ship I 
could distinctly hear the motor ticking over 
nicely. 

It was at this point that “events were a 
blur” as Lieutenant Schofield was dropped 
into space at an altitude of some 9000 feet. 

“I found myself floating on my back with 
the fuselage of the ship a short distance 
above me, but not seeming to fall as rapid- 


jy as 1,” he later wrote. “The axis of the 


fuselage was still horizontal and what was 
left of the transport was still rolling in a 
clockwise direction. There were no wings 
and no fabric on the fuselage, except for a 
dark blur at the tail. I could not see any 
vertical fin or elevators either as I continued 
to fall in a position to view what was going 
on above me. Wreckage was all over the 
sky. Some of it passed me, other portions 
fell right along with me and some stayed 
above. : 

“I delayed opening my parachute because

of fear that the fuselage was falling direct- 
ly at me. Finally I yanked the rip cord 
and the chute opened with a horrible jerk. 
Glancing at my watch, I saw it was 2:55 
o'clock, and I was startled by the total lack 
of noise. Glancing about I began counting 
the other parachutes in the sky. Three were 
grouped close together, much higher than I 
was. One was close to me, and a little 
lower. I could not find my other passenger, 
but I learned later that he was floating 
above me, being hidden from my view by 
the silk of my parachute. What was left 
of the fuselage, a mere skeleton, flashed 
past and I watched it crash at the edge of a 
small clearing in the jungle. I drifted in a 
northerly direction, toward the higher moun- 
tains, then followed an air current which 
caused the parachute to oscillate violently. 
Below this strata the air was smooth again, 
but drifted me in the opposite direction, to- 
ward the now distant Pacific. As I was 
close to the trees then I jacknifed my body, 
covered my face and head with my fore- 
arms, and crashed through the upper 
branches of a tree. The silk caught in the 
branches and I grabbed a limb close to the 
trunk. 

After reassembling his little force, Lieu- 
tenant Schofield learned that three of the 
men were hurled out of the fuselage and, 
like him, recovered from a “blur” to find 
themselves plunging toward earth. The oth- 
er two found themselves in the more em- 
barrassing position of “half in and half 
out,” having become entangled in wire ca- 
ble. They extricated themselves with diffi- 
culty and reported there was no fabric on 
the fuselage when they hurriedly left it. It 
is interesting to note that while the flyers 
landed only about eight miles north of the 
National Highway, it took them almost two 
full days to reach the highway, due to the 
nature of the country, and they were not re- 
turned to their home station until the third 
day. 

Examination of the skeleton fuselage on 
the ground revealed that the wings had dis- 
appeared completely. The landing gear. 
sesqui-plane struts, the left stabilizer and 
the motor were still attached. All the fabric, 
except a little on the tail, had been torn 
away before the wreckage crashed. One 
fuel tank had been torn free and plummeted 
to earth some distance from the other wreck- 
age. One soldier had noted the course of 
the tank while descending with his para- 
chute. 

Among the probable causes of the un- 
usual accident advanced by Air Corps ezx- 
perts are a terrific gust of wind, which tore 


off the wings, structural failure or the sud-— 


den expansion of air inside the airplane 
due to a static discharge. Air Corps weath- 
er men say that recent study has disclosed 
that the “load” imposed on aircraft by sud- 
den gusts of air are greater than were here- 
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Second Lieutenant Thomas |. Schofield. 


tofore assumed. Maximum gustiness is 
known to.occur in the regions of thunder- 
storms, with vertical currents traveling at 
250 miles an hour in the more violent storms. 
The plane had wood spars in the , main 
wings, which may have deteriorated, due to 
service in the tropics, and a high wind tore 
the wings off. It is conceivable, the weather 
men say, that the resulting openings in the 
fuselage would then act as air scoops and 
rip off the fabric. 


HE theory of the weather men has not 

been accepted at the Air Corps 

Material Division. The theory there 
is that, had the plane encountered c 
gust of wind strong enough to cause 
structural failure, the. engine would have 
been the first part of the airplane to leave. 
Lieutenant Schofield said the engine was 
running when he left the ship, and it 
was with the fuselage when it struck. 
The material experts say their calculations 
show that the airplane would fail if it 
encountered a positive sharp edge gust of 
62.5 feet a second, or a negative sharp edge 
of 51.9 feet a second, but they add that 
gusts of such magnitude have never been 
recorded. The Material Division goes on to 
say the loose control described by Lieuten- 
ant Schofield indicates a structural failure in 
the rear of the plane, while the blowing off 
of the fabric indicates the sudden explosion 
of air inside the structure, which may have 
been caused by lightning. The violent shud- 
dering indicates tail or wing flutter, which 
may have been caused by wind or exces 
sive wear, the material men say. 

While the discussing of experts continues, 
Lieutenant Schofield and his companions 
have the distinction of having lived to talk 
about one of the strangest accidents in fly- 
ing history.

Then, too, he was rather discreet in the con- 
duct of his personal affairs. 


The discretion that he practiced was 


matched by the easy confidence with which 
he struck up an acquaintance with almost 
any girl or young woman who pleased his 
fancy.

Already she had a fairly good position as a 
fore she was 18 that she was attractive to 
men and that this had many advantages. 
Before Judge Velgo entered her life she had 
had nine lovers. None had been chosen 
for sentimental reasons. One had given her 


German lessons, another financed her busi- . 


ness school course, and another had got her 
the job as bookkeeper. It took just a min- * 
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ute for Marie to size up the Judge and even 
less time for her to decide that as her tenth 
lover he should be more valuable than his 
predecessors. 

So the Judge had little difficulty in ar- 
ranging further meetings. Within a few 
days Marie had been to his apartment, 
heard him play Chopin and Schubert on his 
piano and seen his art gallery, which in- 
cluded many pieces by old Czech masters. 
Then, quite cleverly, Marie refused for sev- 
eral weeks to return to his apartment. 
Finally she did come back two or three 
times, and she skillfully played Judge 
Velgo until the fall of 1935 when he finally 
began to talk of marriage. He called on 


the parents and her father’s objections to 


the proposed marriage only made Velgo the 
more determined. What if he would be 65 
-—he was then 55—when his intended wife 
would be only 317 Marie, talking to her 
parents later, declared, “I am a child of the 


post-war generation. I have to plan my life 


carefully. Velgo is a man of great means.” 


Marie's parents gave up their opposition. 
So Marie decided everything was fine. She 
‘was to be the wife of a Judge and to have 
money. This relieved her greatly for she 


had just discovered that she was to have a 


baby. Then Velgo. informed her that the 
marriage would be performed with the 
greatest secrecy and that she must con- 
tinue to live with her parents. Furthermore, 
each must sign.an agreement that he or she 
would not oppose divorce proceedings by 
the other. Velgo did consent to a clause 
stipulating that he would provide, in the 
case of a divorce, for the child that was to 
be born. The Judge made no explanation 
to Marie, but it later was revealed that he 
told a close friend he had lived alone too 
long to feel at ease with another person un- 
der his roof and that he thought, despite his 
salary and wealth, that he must be very 
econpmical to prevent any chance of pov- 
erty overtaking him. :

NEW speed king has

: no surprise except that 
it literally is a bug, a 
pestiferous bug at that, 
which nearly doubles 
the 440 miles an hour of Italy's “Crazy 
Boy,” Lieutenant Francesco Agello, and 
leaves all the lesser pretensions of the 
fledgling, Man, crawling in the dust. 
It is the deer fly, Cephenomyia 
pratti Hunter, and its championship 
is proclaimed by Roy Chapman An- 
drews, explorer and director of the 
American Museum of Natural History. 
It is one of the botflies, characterized 
by the particularly pesky habit of nest- 
ing in the hide of animals—there is 
one that deposits its eggs in the nostrils 
of sheep—which become unwilling and 
unfortunate hosts for its young until 
they are ready to fly.. The most care- 
ful measurements available set its 
speed at 400 yards a second, 818 miles 
an hour. | 
Director Andrews confesses, in a re- 
cent article in the museum's periodical.

“They are no sooner detected as a 
passing streak,” writes Dr. Townsend, 
“than they are entirely out of sight 
on a straightaway course.

R. TOWNSEND, so far as quoted,

By the ordinary slower 
methods, the image on the camera plate 
would be a streak. But given the shut- 
ter speed, the focal length of the lens 
and the distance to the object, the 
mpeed may be computed from the length 
of the streak on the negative.

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because it flies in the lighter air of 
higher altitudes and the female has 
eggs or young to carry.

While—-to get away from this war 
talk for a moment—the insect has set a 
mark that mankind may never reach, 
it stands alone. No other record in the 
animal world, at least none so far 
measured, challenges that established 
by Lieut. Agello’s seaplane three years 
ago over Lake Garda, or even the 311- 
mile pace set by Capt. George Eyston’s 
automobile last month on the Utah salt 
flats. 


NLY one, says Director Andrews, 
has exceeded Sir Malcolm 
Campbell's speed boat record 

of 128 miles an hour. Even that might 
be called unfair competition, for that 
mark--180 miles an hour—was not set 
in the water, but in the air, by a duck 
hawk. And further, Andrews objects, 
“It seems unlikely that this extreme 
speed could be maintained by the bird 
unassisted by diving or by a tail wind.” 

Campbell's “Bluebird” could leave 
far astern all the other speed kings 
among the birds—the golden eagle, 
clocked at 120 miles an hour. a tie 
with the train record and only a nose 
ahead of the Graf Zeppelin at 115; the 
great bearded vulture at 110, and in a 
power dive at that, and the swallow at 
106, as reporied in France on a flight 
of 160 miles from Roubaix to Paris. 

The “Bluebird,” the outboard speed- 
boat at 74 miles an hour, the airplane 
carrier Lexington at 36.9 and the Nor- 
mandie with the blue ribbon for the 
fastest crossing of the North Atlantic at 
35.9, all outstrip the fastest thing that 
swims. Director Andrews lists the big 
sea moackerel-like fishes at a cruising 
speed of 30 miles an hour, with pike, 
the runners-up, lagging behind at 10, 
the maximum submerged speed of the 
submarine. 

Midway between air and water, per: 
haps, belongs the flying fish, which 
the director places in the wake of the 
Normandie, at 35 miles an hour just 
before the take-off. And therein Dr. 
Andrews runs a risk of being drawn 
into a controversy which has been rag- 
ing for months—and intermittently for 
years—in the official publication of 
the American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science.

In this respect 
and in the form of the body, the flying 
fish more closely resembles the air- 
plane than does any other flying crea- 
ture.
